New flower preservative 


A recently discovered hormone increases the life of cut 
flowers. This white powder, developed by the University 
of Illinois, goes under the scientific name of li-thio-hiuret It 


1elps flowers take up more water. And has a tendency to 


make flowers mature more slowly, so blossoms keep their 


original colors longer 

You only need to add a little of the powder to the water 
in which you put flowers. A pinch is as powerful as a tea- 
spoonful. The hormone is not available in pure form at 
present. But it may soon be a standard ingredient in com- 


mercial cut-flower preservatives. 


Corsages stay beautiful 


You can make a corsage that will stay fresh for hours. Or 
arrange flowers without water on your company dinner 
table. The trick is this simple beauty treatment: 

Dissolve about 14 teaspoon of a complete plant food (high 
in nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium) in a quart of water. Put 
cut flower stems in the solution for an hour. Then put them 
in clear water for one or two hours. These flowers keep sev- 
eral hours longer than blossoms put in plain water. 


More tricks 


Place flowers out of drafts. Circulating air dries cut 


flowers faster. 


Cut stems under water. The water moves up the stem into 
the bloom through definite channels. These are small— 
even air bubbles may block them. It’s a good idea to make 
fresh cuts, under water, each day. 


Put cut flowers in lukewarm water. Let them stand several 
hours before you arrange them. The flowers take up warm 
water more rapidly than cold. 


Arrange flowers in slightly acid water. You can do this by 
adding a little vinegar or a commercial preservative to the 
water. You’ve probably noticed when you put flowers in 
plain water, a slime and disagreeable odor forms after a few 
days. This is due to bacteria which clog up the stems. The 
acid slows down bacterial growth 


Keep in cool place. Since less water is lost at low tempera- 
tures, refrigeration is used by florists. This is hardly prac- 
tical in your own home. But you can avoid placing flowers 
in warm places such as under a lamp or in the sun, 


Treat dahlia and poinsettia stems. Most flowers take up 
water freely when you put them in water. But a few, such as 
the dahlia and the poinsettia, lose sap instead. So place their 
stem ends in 2 inches of boiling water; leave them there till 
water cools. Or singe 3 inches of stem ends thoroughly over a 
flame; then place stems in deep, cool water for an hour or 
two. Then you can cut stems any length for arranging.

African-violets need light 


After checking hundreds of reports of African-violets 
that fail to bloom, I find many persons don’t recognize 
the difference between day length and light intensity. 
They think nine hours of light, if strong enough. is suf- 
ficient for good growth; they fail to appreciate the way 
trees or high buildings can reduce light intensity, par- 
ticularly early in the morning or late at night. 

African-violets need 12 to 14 hours of good, dif- 
fused light daily for satisfactory bloom. If natural day- 
light isn’t strong enough, artificial light may be sub- 
stituted for it. 

One 60-watt lamp 4 feet above the plants will light 
an area 36 inches square. Two 20-watt fluorescent 
tubes 24 inches above the plants will light approxi- 
mately the same area. 


Fish-fed plants 


New plant food is fish emulsion, made by condensing 
the water in which fish are processed to manufacture 
animal feeds. 

Soluble in water and containing the minerals, hor- 
mones, and vitamins found in fish, the emulsion is by 
far the simplest way to feed plants with minor ele- 
ments as well as to provide essential nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, and potash. Since it is completely water- 
soluble, it works rapidly, unlike other animal fertiliz- 
ers that must decay before plants can use them. And, 
in spite of its origin, fish emulsion keeps well because it 
is concentrated to less than 50 percent water. 

Note: In using this plant food, follow manufactur- 
er’s directions carefully. Be careful not to overfeed; 
you can burn plants badly by applying too much.

Little known is the fact that there are two species of 
tomato hornworms—the Northern and the Southern. 

Home gardeners in the South, who have followed 
Northern recommendations to use DDT on_horn- 
worms, have found their pests can’t be killed by this 
otherwise potent insecticide, although the Northern 
species can be. 

Rothane or TDE, a close relative of DDT, will kill 
the Southern worm. 


Tomato truth 


Judge new tomato varieties by how they do in your 
garden, not by whether or not they carry the word 
“hybrid” in their names. There is no evidence that 
inbreeding and outcrossing produces the mysterious 
vigor which distinguishes hybrid corn from open- 
pollinated kinds. 

Actually, all tomatoes are self-pollinated. Thus, 
any variety in commerce is inbred to itself, just as are 
parent lines of a hybrid-corn variety. If a breeder 
crosses any two old-time kinds, he produces what in 
corn would be a so-called hybrid variety. 

But in tomatoes, the term is meaningless. All new 
varieties are as much entitled to carry the name hy- 
brid as those selected for that distinction. One highly 
touted hybrid is nothing more than a straight cross be- 
tween Valiant and Earliana. It’s a good tomato, but 
no more a hybrid than Marglobe or Rutgers. 


Keep grass out 


Grasses can be kept from invading flower beds with 
TCA weed killer (sodium trichloroacetate), according 
to Dr. W. C. Elder of Oklahoma A. and M. 

A small garden sprayer, with nozzle held close to 
the soil, is used to lay down a TCA barrier between the 
garden and lawn. Since TCA sterilizes soil for two to 
three months, a single application usually gives effec- 
tive control most of the season. 

Because TCA will kill all plants it touches, avoid 
spraying tree and shrub roots that cross the line. 


Lettuce trick 


Gardeners in warmer parts of the country usually 
don’t have much luck growing lettuce during the hot- 
test part of the summer. Here’s why: 

Lettuce seed contains an opening which closes tight 
in temperatures above 77 degrees. Water can’t get in, 
and the seed won't sprout. 

Good germination of lettuce seed can be had, how- 
ever, by mixing the seed with sand and storing it in 
the bottom of your refrigerator for several days before 
sowing. It will germinate strongly and produce a good 
crop if kept watered.

Origins of the battle go back some 20 years 
when Dutch elm disease, spread from dis- 
eased to healthy elms by bark beetles, was 
introduced into the United States with a ship- 
ment of imported veneer logs. 

Like many another American city since— 
in communities from Massachusetts to Colo- 
rado and down to Virginia, as far south as the 
disease has spread—Greenwich saw its native 
elms, long a valued landscape feature, become 
grotesque skeletons. Complete annihilation 
of the 6,000 city-owned elms in a 48-square- 
mile area seemed inevitable in the wake of the 
devastating scourge. 

The difference between Greenwich and 
many other communities, however, is the 
fact its residents and local government, in co- 
operation with state and federal officials, did

D. you ever say, ‘““Now why didn’t J think of that!” 


when you see a planting of flowers you especially like? 

The chances are, at least 10 to 1, that the thing that at- 
tracts you didn’t just happen. Somebody thought of how 
the colors would look side by side, or chose informal, happy- 
go-lucky flowers for an informal spot.

Wii your choice of fabrics, you can achieve any 


effect you want, complement any period of furni- 
ture, and develop any color scheme. You'll find sev- 
eral that will be right. How do you decide? 

Start with what you have. Before you go shop- 
ping, study your room carefully. Take with you 
samples of your wall color, floor covering, and any 
fabric in draperies or furniture which you will con- 
tinue to use. 

Upholstery and slipcover materials in a Tradi- 
tional room should be rather formal. You might 
choose brocade, linen, damask, chintz, velveteen, or 
leather. For a Provincial room, you'll want fabrics 
with a homespun feeling and a simple design: tex- 
tured and plain cottons, ginghams, small-patterned 
chintz, toile, percale, calico, or denim. In a Modern 
room, texture and color are most important. The 
fabric itself might be cotton, silk, linen, nylon, ray- 
on, or wool. Modern patterns are usually stylized: 
abstractions, geometric prints, oversized florals. 

Limit yourself to no more than three colors in any 
room. (A dash of an extra color in a print doesn’t 
count!) One easy way to stick to three colors is this: 
Match large, upholstered pieces to the walls or rug, 
or make them a lighter or darker shade of the same 
color. Let odd chairs pick up one or two other colors 
in the room. Cover small occasional chairs in a 
bright shade of one of these three colors. 


O-: do this: cover all furniture with the same fabric. 
In a small room, this will give you a restful effect. 
If the background of your room is plain, you can 
use pattern in slipcovers or upholstery. When you 
look at pattern, think of the shape and character of 
the piece you wish to cover.

I you have a few minutes, I can tell you a story that may 
do you a lot of good. This is a true story that comes from the 
heart rather than the head, but it may make a good deal of 
sense 

I'll start right out by saying that I love my wife very much. 
I loved Dorothy when I married her, of course, but the kind 
of love that exists between us now is something else again. 

If you’re like I was when Dorothy was stricken, you don’t 
know much about polio. I hope that it will never touch your 
family, but shoula it ever come close to you, what you learn 
here may enable you to help others, and to understand what 
they are going through. 

This article was written to help those who must stand 
helplessly by—husbands and wives, parents, and friends 
fearing the unknown. That’s why I—not Dorothy—tell the 
story, though it is our story. 

Your big trial may be something far different than polio; 
it may be some personal sorrow you think is more than you 
can bear. It may almost break your heart, but if you can 
manage to live through it . . . well, here’s our story. 

“Your wife has polio,” said the doctor as he stepped out 
into the hospital corridor. He must have known that my 
worst fears were being realized, for he spoke sternly. ‘““There 
are worse things than polio, Jim, far worse.” It has taken 
me nearly two years to discover the truth of that statement. 


This is a true story—every word of it. When the author, an 
editor of Better Homes & Gardens asked his wife if she were 
willing to have it published, she answered: 

‘“* These things needed saying, and you've said them. We could 
have been helped by an article like this two years ago; why shouldn't 
we help others uf we can?” 

We think this is one of the greatest stories of love and faith and

I was surprised to find that in our town the only way you 
can visit a patient in isolation is to determine the patient’s 
room and the window nearest the bed. Luckily, Dorothy's 
room was on the first floor, but beneath the window was a 
deep areaway for a basement window. I spotted a bench in 
a park across the street and carried it over to the window. 
By balancing on the bench and bracing myself against the 
brick wall, I found that my head was almost level with 
Dorothy’s bed.

Pry up the clumps growing 
in shade and break them into sections. If floppy, trim tops back 
to 7 inches. Reset in soil mixed with fertilizer and peatmoss

Keep phlox blooming in colors you want by cutting off flower 
heads before seeds drop, and by removing “volunteer” seedlings. 
Wet the soil; grasp stems of poor-colored plants, twist, and 
pull out.

Run blade just below 


the soil surface to cut weeds, no deeper than one inch. Reckless

Protect your investment from unfavorable conditions 


Where soil bakes and cracks near 
plants, fill the openings with water 
and cover with a 2-inch mulch of 
peat, leaves, straw, or other dry 
material. Mulch cuts water loss 
from evaporation and hinders weeds 
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Remove standing water around 
your plants by making a small fur- 
row with a hoe to run it away. Roots 
of lilacs, potatoes, sweet corn, and 
other plants will rot and die from 
lack of air in poorly drained soil 


Pry out debris which makes yellow 
patches on your lawn. These brown 


spots may be caused by chunks of 


concrete or lumber under the surface 
that keep grass roots from reaching 
for moisture. Refill the spot, and sod

Pa are red; pods are plump with tender peas. Now’s 
the time to stow away summertime plenty for good eating 
this winter. Collect all your equipment in one spot and be 
ready for fast action. 

If you have your own garden, try canning or freezing in 
small batches as fruits and vegetables reach peak ripeness. 
It’s easier on you, and your fruit shelves or freezer will fill 
up at a steady rate. Remember these good rules: two hours 
or less from garden to jar, one hour or less from garden to 
freezer. 

If you don’t have a garden, keep a sharp eye out for good 
buys in the local market. Look for fresh-picked fruits and 
vegetables and can or freeze them at once. 

There’s a promise of many fine meals ahead if you'll fol- 
low these steps for canning and freezing. 


How to can peas in a pressure saucepan 


Precook. Can only fresh, 

young, tender peas. If you 

must hold peas, keep them 
in the refrigerator. Shell and 
wash peas. Precook a small 
batch at a time in boiling wa- 
ter to shrink them and set the 
color.

Cord, stretched across both of the stakes at right angles to the 
street, facilitates accurate positioning of the garage corner posts

of Abe Barnes Still Warm on His 
Hands.” Stick around for “Gold 
Discovery Days,” and they'll re- 
enact the whole thing for you. At 
Suurgis, it’s Alex Fiddler, a ‘‘no- 
good gambler” arrested in “Big 
Effie’s Place’’ and lynched the next 
morning. A marker near the depot 
identifies the historic oak. At 
Spearfish a wooden headstone 
marks the grave of Harry Tuthill, 
suspected rustler.

First day. This is one trip that 
doesn’t start off by telling you to 
get up at daylight.

Indian murals in the big, sunny 
dining room of the hotel. Just out- 
side, a terrace looks out over 
Sylvan Lake, zirconlike at the base 
of gigantic, blue-gray rocks. Take 
time for a quiet, pine-scented stroll 
along the rim. The mountain to the 
north with the lookout is Harney 
Peak, 7,242 feet, highest east of the 
Rockies 

You'll drive less than 50 miles to- 
day, so 10:30 is early enough to get 
away. Leave your stuff; you'll be at 
Sylvan Lake again tonight. 

lake the road to your right as 
you leave the lodge. Turn left 
where it joins 16A. Eight miles 
down 160A, a sign points to “Crazy 
Horse.”” Study the white paint 
streaked across the face of the 
mountain dead ahead as you turn 
left off the paving. You'll gradually 
pick out the king-sized outline of 
an Indian. His hair is swept back 
by the wind as he charges into 
battle on a stallion. One out- 
stretched arm, 28714 feet long, 
answers a white man’s question:

Dnet’s Crazy Horse, fiercest of 
the chiefs who led the Sioux against 
Custer. A fighter, pure and simple, 
he died at 34, bavoneted by a white 
soldier while he was visiting Fort 
Robinson under a flag of truce.

The Badlands: Grandstand view of another world! 


Seeing the Black Hills without seeing the Badlands is like 
seeing New York without seeing the Statue of Liberty. This 
weird, eroded labyrinth of rainbow-colored peaks was de- 
scribed by one of the first white men to see it, General Alfred 
Sully, as ““Hell with the fires out.”” Years later, Frank Lloyd 
Wright, the architect, called it an area where “communion 


with what man often calls 


‘God’ is inevitable.” You'll have 


to see it yourself to decide who was right, and it may be a 


split decision in your family. 


The main road through the Badlands, U. S. 16A, is now 
hard-surfaced and is only 10 miles longer than if you stay on 
U.S. 16, with which it connects 7 miles west of Kadoka and 
at Wall. You can drive through the Badlands either coming 


or going. 


The Badlands are the product of a dual process, 60,000,000 
years in the making. Built up originally by deposits when 


the great plains were covered by a vast sea, they have been 


wearing away by rain and wind ever since the waters re- 
ceded, first to a tropical swamp, and then to desert. During 
the intermediate period, turtles and crocodiles played along 
the streams, and rhinoceroses, wild dogs, saber-toothed 
tigers, and humpless camels roamed the luxuriant jungle. 
More fossils of prehistoric animals have been uncovered in

With a little 
imagination, as you drive through Big Foot Pass between 
Cedar Pass and Wall, you may be able to picture the pitiful 
remnant of the Sioux toiling southward behind their chief- 
tain, Bie Foot, for that fateful destiny at Wounded Knee.

Gold was discovered on July 27 
1874, by Horatio N. Ross, a miner 
with General Custer’s expeditior 
Ihere’s a monument to Ross, who 
died broke, at the Way Museum, a 
cabin built in 1875 and said to be 
the oldest building in the Hills 
Three miles east of Cust 
U.S. 16, a marker on your 
indicates where Ross discovere 
gold. The large log structure 
half mile bevond is the Gor 
Stockade (free). Worth drivir 
the highway to see, this is a ac 


curate restoration of the stockade 
built by 28 gold seekers who settled 
here two days before Christmas in 
1874. Because he had no business 
in Indian Territory, Captain Jol 
Gordon put up a fort, 80 
square and 11 feet high, with six 
cabins and a well inside. Gordon 
figured it would enable 10 men to 
fight off 100 Indians. The Sioux 
were just getting ready to test his 
theory, when the army rode in and 
moved the settlers out. Before the 
end of 1875, though, the gold fever 
was so intense that thousands of 
whites rushed into the Hills

a boating, swimming, and 
fishing on Stockade Lake, and a 
picnic ground east of the dam 
Look for deer between here and 
Legion Lake, 3 miles farther on 
You can swim, fish, boat, and pic- 
nic at Legion Lake, too. There's 
also an excellent, reasonably priced 
cafe at Legion Lake Lodge, and 
modern cabins overlooking the 
lake 

\ half mile north of Legion 
Lake, take the road to the left, 
South Dakota 87. This is the famous 
“Needles Highway,” and will take 
you literally “through” the most 
spectacular scenery in the Hills 
Engineers told ponderous old 
Senator Peter Norbeck he couldn't 
build a road through The Needles, 
and you'll see why. Nevertheless 
the road is there, nothing to be 
afraid of, though traffic is one-way 
through two tunnels. You can 
come down the Needles Highway 
from Sylvan Lake, but the rangers 
say the way to see it best is climb- 
ing up from Legion Lake. The 
Needles are a massive, jagged range 
of purplish stone, dead ahead as 
you come to a turnout. 

Just above this turnout, the 
road goes through a tunnel to 
emerge in a narrow pocket of up- 
thrust boulders. One, The Needle’s 
Eye, is so named because of a nar- 
row slit near its tip. This is a great 
place for photographers, but frus- 
trating, too; you'll have a hard 
time to get much in your picture, 
you're so hemmed in by scenery

Back at Svivan Lake, you can 
join a horseback party ($2 per per- 
son) for a 1-hour ride that winds up 
at a campfire by the lake and in- 
cludes a chuck-wagon supper, Or 
you can drive down and get in on 
the dinner for a dollar. And if you 
get back to Svivan Lake too late or 
have already eaten, you can join 
in for free on the singing and cow- 
boy entertainment 

Second day. You can set your 
own pace again today. There’s 
time for the 3-hour horseback trip 
up Harney Peak, first scaled by 
General Custer in 1874 

Or you've time for strolling 
around Sylvan Lake, or for fishing 
or a swim. (The water’s cold.) 
Check out around 11:30, or as late 
as 1 if you want to eat lunch at the 
lodge or picnic down by the lake 
If you leave before lunch, eat at 
Custer or at the picnic grounds or 
lunchroom at Wind Cave. 

This time you go straight south 
through Custer on 85A. About 19 
miles from Custer, you enter Wind 
Cave National Park. Here the hills 
have started to flatten out. Signs 
warn you to stay in your car and 
not to pet or feed the buffalo. There 
are 300 of these shaggy monsters in 
the park, and some 75 elk. 

Wind Cave is no Carlsbad. A 
“dead” cave, so called because 
there’s no water in it and because 
it is no longer building up forma- 
tions, it lacks the “big rooms” of 
some caverns and the stalactites 
and stalagmites found in “live” 
caves. However, the hour-and-a- 
half trip through its narrow pas- 
sages and weird chambers where 
the shapes of formations suggests 
names like ““ The Garden of Eden,” 
and “The Scalping Grounds,” is 
still quite an adventure, and easier 
than some of the bigger caverns.

Go straight ahead where No. 16 
turns left to Rushmore. Turn north 
6 miles farther on 85A. The old 
mining town of Gold City lies 20 
feet under Sheridan Lake. You 
can swim, boat, and fish in this 
largest body of water in the Black 
Hills 

If the weather is good, you might 
prefer to take one of the three short- 
er, more picturesque routes through 
the hills. These branch off U.S. 14 
just north of Rapid City and join 
85A at Sheridan Lake, just above 
Pactola, and 6!%4 miles south of 
Deadwood, respectively. They are

At Pactola, named after Pac 
tolus, fabled source of Croesus 
gold, you can picnic at a National 
Forest picnic ground or eat in a 
good cafe.

FB. a view of the Northern Hills 
comparable to the one of the 
Southern Hills from Mount Cool- 
idge, take the 3-mile side trip up 
Custer Peak (6,794 feet).

The miners 
work and live here, go down, a little 
less boisterously than of old, to have 
their fling in smaller, less-inhibited 
Deadwood. 

Pluma, undistinguished now, had 
its hour on a cold March day in 
1877. Stagecoach Driver Johnny 
Slaughter, wheeling into Dead- 
wood with $15,000, was toppled by 
a blast which put 12 buckshot in a

perfect circle around his heart. His 
horses bolted, and in the first at- 
tempted holdup of that storied 
vehicle, the Deadwood Stage, 
Bandit Sam Bass and friends never 
got their hands on the money. 
Even though Deadwood has 
been tamed down a bit in recent 
years, its picturesqueness hasn't 
suffered. Crowded into a narrow 
gulch originally cluttered with 
fallen timber, the town has had to 
lap up the steep hillsides. Today, 
well-kept Victorian homes perch 
precariously, reached by narrow 
streets and block-long stairways 
I's a short drive up to the West's 
most famous cemetery, Mount 
Moriah. Here, 27 years after Dead- 
wood’s most celebrated son, Wild 
Bill Hickok, had returned to 
dust, the town’s favorite daughter, 
Calamity Jane, was tucked in be- 
side him. Although the movies 
have painted the two as a frontier 
Romeo and his Juliet, they were not 
sweethearts. As one witness put it, 
“Damgood thing Wild Bill ain’t

ee best place to get the feel of 
Deadwood’s lurid past is at the 
\dams Museum (free) in the heart 
of town. It’s a rewarding jumble of 
Wild West and gold-rush relics.

You can drive to the top of 
Mount Roosevelt (41% miles west 
from Main Street) where there’s a 
monument to Teddy, not F. D. R., 
erected by his ranch-days sidekick, 
Deadwood’s _ banditekilling _ first 
sheriff and U. S. Marshall, Captain 
Seth Bullock. The cabin of Dead- 
wood Dick is just beyond the Pine 
Crest Tourist Camp, one of several 
good places to stay, a mile north of 
town on No. 85. A footpath leads 
up Sunrise Mountain to his grave. 
Alas, of all the Black Hills’ fabulous 
characters, only Deadwood Dick 
never existed. So famous did he be- 
come, though, as the hero of dime 
novels, that in 1924 an old-timer 
who looked the part was designated 
Deadwood Dick. It is his cabin and 
his grave you see, The whole legend 
is interesting, if not authentic, and, 
unlike some fictitious — shrines, 
there’s no charge to see them.

My wile’s a “polio” 


the hospital were golden. The sun 
was warm, and life went on as usual 
for other people. I was left out, 
alone with the heavy feeling inside 
me. We had been married only a 
few years. They had been happy 
My mind did a quick flash back 
and singled out something Doro- 
thy had once said: 

“IT worry about us sometimes 
We understand each other so well; 
we are so close, so happy together 
And we're blessed with so many 
things. I'm afraid we'll overdraw 
our account.” 

Was this going to be the end 
like the close of a short, happy 
summer? At a loss for something to 
do, I telephoned the doctor 

“IT don’t like to bother you, Doc, 
but how are my little girls doing?” 

“You can take them home from 
the hospital this afternoon,” he 
said. “They’re all right. Spinal 
tests were negative. Maureen 
probably had a little fever with 
that cold, and Lorraine will be cut- 
ting more teeth in a few days.” 


L. was an enormous relief just 
to know that [I would no longer 
have to evade Dorothy’s questions 
about the children. But Dorothy, 
herself, had two more days to go 
before we could be sure that the 
disease would do no further dam- 
age. She had difficulty swallowing, 
and because she was not strong 
enough to cough, there was danger 
she might choke to death. 

The sixth day dragged by, and 
as I listened at the window, she 
told me how she dreaded the night 
ahead. She told me how time stands 
still, how you come out of the 
night feeling that you’ve been sep- 
arated from your loved ones for 
months. She told me of the terrors 
the night holds for one whose body 
is immobile, lifeless. I let Dorothy 
talk. I thought it did her good to 
get her fears out in the open 

I did my best to reassure her, 
but time soon ran out. The window 
shade was drawn, and it would be 
24 long hours before I would see o 
speak to Dorothy again for a few 
minutes. A few minutes—when 
you've been together night and 
day. When you've known the joy 
of having a loving wife greet you 
when you come home, then it’s 
doubly hard to go home to an emp- 
ty house. When you've grown used 
to her next to you in the front seat, 
then the drive home from the hos- 
pital is long and lonely. 


Lu never forget that night. I 
must have awakened a dozen times 
hoping that it was dawn and telling 
myself that Dorothy was all right 
I tossed and turned trying to de- 
cide whether I should go the 
hospital and demand to be let in 
I could wear one of those masks 


just as well as a nurse. Dorothy 


would recognize my voice, and I 
could help her fight off the terrors 
of delirium. But they had told me, 
“We'll call you if she takes a turn 
for the worse.”’ And they hadn’t 
called yet. 

The next day I found Dorothy in

‘Have you been down to the 
Polio Foundation?” he asked 

No,” I said. “I’m not broke 
yet. 'm buying a home and I have 
a car. When they’re gone, I'll have 
to ask for help.” 

‘Wait a minute,” he said. “You 
don’t have to be poor to get assist- 
ance. And it isn’t charity; you's 
contributed to the March of Dimes 
Thats what its for—average 
people like you and me. If polio 
will cause you financial hardshi 
you're eligible. And, believe me 
before your wife is through with 
polio, you'll be in debt for the rest 
of your life—if you try to pay for 
yourself. Go see the Foundation 

I took his advice. I didn’t have 
any “connections.” The people at 
the local chapter of the Nationa 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
wanted to know about my salary 
and what kind of payments I had 
to make on my home, but that was 
all. They made quite a point of 
telling me that I shouldn’t feel I 
was accepting charity, that we 
were ¢ ntitled to help They not I 

made it clear that I needed hel 
The way in which it was given was 
as much a morale builder as the 
actual assistance 

When I told Dorothy the next 
day that all her hospital and doctor 
bills would be taken care of, it set 
her mind at rest. She was able to 
oncentrate on getting well 

I thought for a while that this 
was going to mean the end of our 
happy home,” she said. That's 
what I'd been thinking, too 

You read the posters and the ap- 
peals, and sometimes you may 
think that the March of Dimes is 
just a lot of ballvhoo. But take it 
from us--and anyone who's had 
polio—the National Foundatior 
for Infantile Paralysis is wonderful 
We hope you'll never have to have 
it proved to you that the money 
you contribute for others will be 
there for you if you need it 

I began to learn more about 
polio as the 14 days of Dorothy’s 
isolation period dragged on. I 
learned the hardest lesson first 


“Polio takes time,’ the doctor 
said. **The damage it does in a few 
days takes months—-sometimes 
years—to repair. It will take 
months to get Dorothy back on her 
feet. You've got to prepare yourself 
for a long siege; vour wife has been 

pretty hard.” 

arned, too, the big difference 

between a severe case of polio and 
the once-over-lightly type. Friends 
had told us of people who had had 
polio and “a month or two later 
had completely recovered.” It 
( *t take me long to realize that 
Dorothy wouldn't get off so easily 
If she hadn’t forced herself to go on 
working when she felt the first 
symptoms, the virus might not have 
done so much damage. As it was, 
her throat muscles, trunk, and all 

ir limbs had been affected 

I learned that all my fretting 
over the doctor’s failure to rush 
Dorothy to the hospital was point- 
less. There was no miracle drug 
vaiting there for polio victims. 
There was nothing they could give 
Dorothy that would halt the relent- 
less advance of the disease. There 
was as yet no preventative and no 
cure. There were only sleeping pills 
and hot packs. Hot packs are wool 
cloths and blankets steam-heated 
in a “steamer” and spun-dry. They 
come from the steamer so hot they 
must be removed with tongs. The 
packs are placed directly on the 
patient’s body and wrapped tight. 


Man, times in the weeks that 
followed I waited in the corridor 
while Dorothy was being packed. I 
could imagine what she was going 
ugh; those packs were on 

ght hours a dav 

[he worst was far from over. 
Dorothy still suffered from recur- 
ring attacks of muscular spasms. If 
you've ever gotten a severe kink in 
your neck while trying to raise a 
stubborn window, you have a faint 
idea of what polio patients go 

ough when thetr bodies are 
locked in the viselike grip of a 
spasm. In the early stages of polio, 
the spasms are frequent; merely 
touching an affected muscle or 
moving the patient can Cause a 
spasm that will last for hours. The 
muscles contract and while the 
pain can be relieved by hot packs, 
the shortening of the muscle tissue 
can only be corrected by stretching. 

Muscle tissue is elastic; if it is 
allowed to remain contracted like 
a tangled rubber band, solid tissue, 
idhesions, will soon grow around 

In order to free the muscle for 
normal action, it must be stretched 
until it resumes its original length. 
Touch the floor with your hands 
without bending your knees and 
hold it for a while and you'll soon 
feel the pull on the muscles behind 
your knee—the hamstrings. That 
will give you only a hazy idea of 
the agony a “polio” goes through 
every day for weeks at a time. Add 
to it a sound like ripping canvas as 
adhesions are torn free and the 
screams of pain the patient can’t 

‘ss and you have a pretty 
nerve-racking experience. 

I’m not trying to frighten you; 
it’s better that you know about 
these things, or you may think that 
polio technicians and doctors are 
heartless torturers. The stretching

Two out of three hotels 
and motels turn up their noses at 
dogs, and this sort of puts a damper 
on the idea of allowing Towser t

Half of America’s families own 
dogs, and many don’t like to leave 
their pets at home. One dog re- 
search agency went to considerable 
expense to print up a guide for 
traveling dog owners. This handy 
little booklet lists all hotels and 
motels which put out the welcome 
mat for dogs. 

Let’s pause before we decide to 
ridicule every hotel clerk or tourist- 
court manager who gives us the 
cold eye when we pull up with a 
dog in the car. 

For instance, a letter we re- 
ceived from the owner of a tourist 
court makes some observations on 
the subject of dog-guests. This 
woman said: 

“You once noted that tourist 
courts often refuse admittance to 
dogs.

area. We courteously point out this 
area to the newly arrived dog 
owner, who agrees to confine his 
dog’s exercising to this spot. And 
sure enough, in the evening before 
he retires, this guest parades his 
dog in the required place on a 
leash, according to the rules. But 
come the next morning, there’s the 
animal romping unleashed through 
our flower beds and shrubbery! 

“There's also the dog owner 
who displays his pet’s bed and says 
the dog never sleeps anywhere else. 
The next morning I brush dog hair 
off my best chenille spreads and 
wipe muddy dog tracks off the 
sheets and blankets. 

“Then there’s the smuggler 
who brings in the undeclared small 
dog, concealed inside his coat or 
hidden in his luggage. This is the 
type of dog owner who worries us 
most because he gives us no chance 
to welcome his pet, point out the 
exercising area, and otherwise ex- 
plain our few simple rules applying 
to visiting dogs.

Check your newly planted trees and shrubs regularly to 
make sure they aren’t suffering from lack of water. Soak the 
entire root mass thoroughly when you water. Let dry mod- 
erately before watering again. 

Keep an eye on your elm tree for individual branches 
that turn yellow, or for sudden wilting and drying of leaves 
while still green. These are signs of Dutch elm disease. If 
you think you've spotted this deadly disease, break off at 
least six twigs and branches from the diseased parts of the 
tree. Wrap specimens from each tree separately, and mark 
each with your name and address and tree location. Mail 
with a detailed letter to Dutch Elm Disease Identification 
Laboratory, 503 Main Street, East Orange, New Jersey. 
Only with a laboratory study can you be positive. Trees 
definitely diagnosed as diseased should be taken out and 
burned immediately

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The diary of a 


plain dirt gardener 


By Harry Rh. OBrien 


Donald put our motion picture camera on a tripod, recorded on color film 
David running tractor between roses, me down on knees weeding annuals 


Jatly & Home by midafternoon 
from a business trip, and promptly 
wife Maggie took me on a grand 
tour to see what a fine job she and 
son David had been doing of the 
gardening. Most everything looks 
just jim-dandy. 

David has gotten the weeds out 
of the roses and has sprayed them 
four times. Vegetables look won- 
derful. There are peas ready to eat. 
There are snap beans ditto. Toma- 
toes are woefully late this year but 
in blossom by now. Corn is shoot- 


ing up. But there isn’t a spear of 


corn to be seen in the last planting 
Apparently the crows got every 
plant. Maggie says they have been 
roosting on the scarecrow. And no 
bloom yet from the late-planted 
sweetpeas. 

But the glads are a foot tall and 
a purty sight, with nary a weed to 
be seen in ‘em. Dahlias look thrifty. 
Every mum I set out is alive and 
growing. The annuals, sown way 
late, are doing well, thank you 

“What's in this row?’ asked 
Maggie, as we went by the annuals 

“That’s the prize one,” says I

From the few short rows 
planted early and the main crop, 
methinks we won’t have to buy any 
more potatoes until Washington’s 


birthday, which is a comfortable 
feeling. 

About this time David came 
home from a job of work he had 
been doing at the high school—re- 
pairing the public address system 

and he took me right out again 
on another grand tour to show 
things to me all over. I told him the 
place looked better than it would 
had I been home. 


Salty 6 Out on the dewy paths and 
under a bright sun this a.m. to view 
my rose blooms with critical eye. I 
had my camera along, of course, 
and naturally took a few pictures 
One of special note was Red Pinoc- 
chio. 


Sule 7 The question before the 
family is whether the ground is dry 
enough to work. David wants to 
jump in as soon as he can, after a 
rain. So while he did some main- 
tenance work on the garden tractor 
this late afternoon, I made oration 

“Don’t be in a hurry to work 
soil after a rain,”’ I told him. ‘‘All 
that water that fell is doing the 
plants good. They are drinking it 
up and growing. The minute you 
begin to stir the ground, the mois- 
ture begins to evaporate, and is 
lost to the plants. So wait until the 
last minute. 

“When the soil is nearly plumb 
dry and weed seeds have germi- 
nated, that is the time to jump in. 
I think tomorrow night will be 
just right.” 

I told him that_meanwhile he 
could pull out more weeds from the 
peonies. 


Jaty @ Being Sunday, Donald was 
on hand. So I had him get out the 
motion picture camera, put it on a 
tripod, and record on color film for 
posterity just what July garden 
work is. David and I staged the 
action for him. David ran the trac- 
tor between the roses, in spots 
where he could get through. Then 


down on knees, I weeded the an- 
nuals. This is a touchy job, too, 
getting out all the little weeds close 
to the plants without damaging 
roots. After that, I staged a scene 
weeding the new iris bed planted 
last year. 


Suly 9 Came the hour of outdoor 
work, and a pretty pastoral scene 
could have been observed had you 
penetrated back of the bushes 
which divide the posies from the 
vegetable domain. There was Mrs. 
Maggie, somewhat inelegantly but 
industriously, picking bush beans 
for supper. 

There was David, busy with the 
tractor, doing the cultivating. I 
had warned him not to get too 
close to the cabbage, broccoli, 
cauliflower, and tomatoes. These 
are all big enough by now so that 
feeding roots are out from the 
plants and near the surface. So he 
cultivated just down the middle be- 
tween the rows.

Both kinds 
worked. I cultivated around each 
plant—oh, so carefully—barely 
scraping the surface to get rid of 
the weeds without any more pene- 
tration down toward those roots 
than I could help.

Your dog is plagued by auto- 
intoxication (self-poisoning) due 
to faulty feeding. His intestines are 
coated with poisonous residue 
which can only be removed by 
some roughage in the diet. By in- 
stinct, he partially overcomes this 
by eating grass, which travels 
through the tract as an undigested 
mass to sponge the intestinal walls 
clean. Three or four times a week. 
add 1!% cups of boiled, chopped 
carrots, onions, and spinach to the 
regular food. Autointoxication can 
be serious if unchecked. 


What is the best way to overcome 
cannibalism among bantam chicks? 

H. J. H., Illinois. 

Avoid overcrowding or too-high 
temperatures. Wire mesh along 
each side of feeders serves as place 
to wipe clinging food off beaks, 
instead of the birds wiping bills on 
each other and thus starting up 
“picking.” Employ ruby electric 
bulbs in the coop, or paint the 
windows red. University of Wis- 
consin poultry research found that 
feeding salt for five days, then dis- 
continuing and only resuming it 
when cannibalism again broke out, 
was effective in breaking up the 
practice.

Din after one of these sessions, 
I'd find Dorothy weeping hyster- 
ically at the 
stretching. As she said many times, 
“If I didn’t have you and those 
two little babies, I’m sure I 
wouldn’t let them touch me. I'd 
lie here and die of a broken heart. 
But I’ve got to keep trying for 
your sake and for Maureen and 
Lorraine.” 

Dorothy wasn’t exaggerating. 
The will to get well is as important 
as any treatment for a convales- 
cent polio. Polio can cripple your 
spirit, too, if you’ll let it. We knew 
of happy marriages that had gone 
on the rocks because of polio; in 
many cases the patient had quit 
trying, had let himself sink into 
despondency and bitterness. He 
hated himself for being a_ cripple 
and a “burden’’; hated himself for 
quitting. Usually, it was the polio 
patient who asked for a divorce. 

“I can’t afford to give up,” 
Dorothy would say after a day of 
discouragement. “The stakes are 
too high.”

A: long last the isolation period 
was over, and I was allowed to 
enter Dorothy’s room. As I took 
her in my arms, she winced with 
pain and sobbed, ““That does me 
more good than all the hot packs 
in the world. I’m a mess, Jim, but 
if you can still love me, I'll do my 
best to get well.” 

What can you say to a gal like 
that? 

There was a long, hard road 
ahead—longer and harder than we 
imagined—but we were eager to 
get started. So was Dorothy’s polio 
technician, Miss Johnson, who be- 
gan the big job of “‘re-educating”’ 
Dorothy’s muscles. To get some 
idea of what that means, try this 
simple experiment: Extend your 
right hand and move your index 
finger slowly up . then slowly 
down. As you do that, stop and 
think for a moment how you man- 
age to do it. You say to yourself: 
“J just move it up, and when I have a 
notion to move it down, I move it down; 
that’s all.” 

That’s right, only you give the 
command—in a split second—and 
your finger obeys at the very in- 
stant you command. The motor 
area of your brain sends messages 
to the nerve cells that activate the 
muscles. When the motor area and 
the nerve cells are in good working 
order, you’re able to control at will 
many of the muscles in your body. 
If the motor area or the cells are 
out of order—damaged by the po- 
lio virus—a message can’t get 
through. You might dial the num- 
ber, but if the phone at the other 
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end doesn’t ring, you can’t expect 
any action. And if you dial the 
wrong number, the wrong muscle 
will respond—or you may not get 
any answer at all. 

Phat’s why the technician lean- 
ing over Dorothy would keep re- 
peating, “Think, think hard of this 
muscle right here. Try to get this 


muscle; let all the others go.”” Miss 


Johnson was trying to bridge the 


gap between the area of the brain 
that controls voluntary body move- 
ments and the muscle she was con- 
centrating on. The missing links in 
this chain were the bundles of 
nerve cell bodies located in the an- 
terior horn of the spinal column, 
which activates a few 
strands of muscles. If Miss Johnson 
could once coax them into action, 
they could be depended upon to 
react again and again and grow 
stronger with use. If after months 
of trying, she got no response, there 
could be but one answer—a hard 
answer: The cells controlling the 
muscle had been damaged beyond 
repair; the muscle fiber they served 
would eventually atrophy and die.

Bu there was always hope; al- 
though weakened, a muscle could 
continue to function with fewer 
cells activating it. That’s why Miss 
Johnson’s persuasive _ pleading 
would go on day after day until 
one day Dorothy would be startled 
by a flicker of life in a muscle that 
had been paralyzed for months. 

In the early stages, these “‘think- 
called for tremendous 
effort on Dorothy’s part and left 
her mentally and physically ex- 
hausted. When I visited her, I’d 
often find her in tears 

“IT don’t know what’s the matter 
with me,” she would say. “I just 
go to pieces for no reason at all.” 

“All polios have that trouble,” 
Doc Smith said. “The disease 
leaves them nervous and unstrung. 
They’re easily depressed. It takes 
a while for them to get over that. 
Anything you can do to bolster 
their morale speeds their recovery.” 

As the weeks went by, I devel- 
oped a_be-prepared-for-anything 
attitude every time I entered the 
hospital. I found that when I ap- 
proached Dorothy’s room in this 
frame of mind, I could do a better 
job of concealing my feelings when 
news was bad. A blow was easier 
when you had braced yourself. 

But I’ll never forget the day Doc 
Smith called me down to his office 
“for a little talk.’”” We had become 
good friends. Dorothy and I had 
classified him as a “right guy.” 
But when he offered me a cigarette 
and said, “‘I wouldn’t tell Dorothy 
just yet what I’m going to tell you 
now,” I tried to summon up what- 
ever you’re supposed to have when 
they give it to you straight. 

“I suppose you know by now 
that Dorothy was hit harder than 
any of the polios at the hospital. 
The truth is that it just about pul- 
verized her, Jim. I want you to 
know that so you won’t be expect- 
ing too much. We’re going to do 
everything we can to make her 
walk again, but from where we 
stand now the outlook is pretty

grim. If she does walk, it’s going to 
take a long time—an awfully long 
time. She'll probably need two 
full-length leg braces and she 
won't walk like she used to walk. 
She'll hobble. She'll never com- 
pletely recover; she'll never be 
quite the same. Nothing would 
please me better than to have Dor- 
othy prove me wrong. With time, 
she might do that because she’s a 
determined little gal.” 

It was better that way—better 
to have the roof fall now than later 
—but as it came crashing down, it 
hurt. It almost crushed me. 


Wren I left the doctor's office, 
people were hurrying along with 
the quick, cocksure gait you see on 
city streets. Their legs were firm 
and sturdy, and they walked with- 
out giving it a thought. Dorothy’s 
legs had been like that, pretty and 
nimble and quick. And now—? 

Doc had told me that it would 
be a long time. I had known that 
but I'd been kidding myself with a 
vague notion that one of these 
days there’d be a quick change in 
Dorothy’s condition after the pain 
disappeared. We'd have to part 
with the children; their grand- 
mother’s home was in Chicago 
350 miles away—but she'd be 
glad to take the babies. It would 
be easier that way; Dorothy's two 
sisters could help with the children 

When I put them on the train, 
Maureen was all smiles, full of talk 
at the prospect of “going to Grand- 
ma’s house.” Lorraine slept through 
it all. I kissed them good-bye, 
pulled down the brim of my hat, 
and hurried away. 

When your children have twined 
themselves around your heart, be- 
come part of you, you find it hard 
to come home to an empty house 
It’s harder still to find their toys 
where they left them—the rocking 
horse, the doll buggy, the rag doll 
on the chair. The empty feeling 
gets you. You put the toys away 
and close the door. Sentimentality? 
Maybe. It’s more like having lost 
everything you held dear. 


‘Tw months before Christmas, 
Dorothy jarred Doc Smith with 
this question: 

“If I’m well enough to sit in a 
wheel chair, could I go home to see 
my children?” 

“Home? You mean Chicago?” 
asked the doctor. “Ill have to 
think that one over for a few days.” 

“Pll have to know at least a 
month in advance,” she said. “Jim 
will have to make reservations.” 

“If you really worked toward 
that, you might be well enough to 
make the trip,” said the doctor. 

Dorothy went to work with a 
will, She lay in hot packs 10 hours 
a day; she gritted her teeth and 
took all the stretching she could 
stand. She had a rope attached to 
the trapeze above her bed and 
would work her hands finger-over- 
finger up the rope until she had 
succeeded in reaching the bar. She 
would swing the trapeze a dozen 
times, then drop her arms and 
start all over again.

One day three nurses succeeded 
in sitting her on the edge of the 
bed. When I came in, she was hum- 
ming “‘I’l Be Home for Christmas.” 
After weeks of work 
fearing she might be expecting too 
much—she knew that she would 
be well enough to spend Christmas 
with the children. Christmas was 
still three weeks away. 

It’s surprising how little it takes 
to make you happy after you've 
had rough going. When we went to 
Chicago, Dorothy would have to 
travel to and from the train by am- 
bulance, make the trip by day in a 
berth, and spend her four holidays 
from the hospital in bed. A few 
months before, that would have 
been a dreary prospect, but as Dor- 
othy put it, “It’s the most delight- 
ful vacation I could imagine.” 

When the ambulance pulled up 
by the train, we were amazed to 
find some of the railroad’s top 
brass directing operations 

“IT feel like Cinderella,” 
laughed Dorothy. 

It seems that the boys at the of- 
fice had written to the president of 
the railroad. The road’s response 
had been genuinely human; it was 
just another of many instances that 
confirmed our faith in the funda- 
mental goodness of people

Hien point of the weekend with 
the kids was the first time Maureen 
went to Dorothy with her apron 
and said, ““Mama, tie the bow.” 
She meant Mama and only Mama, 
so there was nothing for her to do 
but attempt it. She took the ribbon 
in her hands and summoned up 
her courage. Halfway through the 
process her fingers failed and she 
had to start over. But Maureen 
waited patiently, and Dorothy 
tried again. She succeeded in mak- 
ing a loop and drawing one end of 
the ribbon through in a crude bow 
Maureen turned around and gave 
her mother a big smile. 

**S done, ’s done?” She nodded 
as she asked the question 

“Yes, darling, it’s done,” she 
said, and shot me a glance full of 
triumph and satisfaction 

We talked of things like that all 
the way home, and even as the 
train clicked off the miles, we 
planned our next visit to Chicago. 

Being confined to a wheel chair 
isn’t pleasant, but I never saw any- 
one happier than Dorothy the first 
time she was able to sit in one. 
And there were the other little tri- 
umphs, like being able to take 
hydrotherapy, being able to lift a 
cup of coffee or write a post card. 


As soon as Dorothy was able to 
sit in her wheel chair a few hours 
at a time, Miss Johnson took the 
next step in her morale-building 
campaign. She transferred Dorothy 
to a small “polio” cottage adjoin- 
ing the hospital. Working with 
hundreds of polios, Miss Johnson 
had found that the sooner you can 
get patients to lead what ap- 
proaches a normal life, the sooner 
you get them on their feet. 

“These people aren’t sick,” she 
explained. “They just can’t walk. 


They're hospitalized much longer 
than the average patient and they 
shouldn’t be bound by all the rules 
we must maintain for other pa- 
tients. That’s why we try to do the 
best we can to get them away from 
the routine of a hospital.” 

And Doc Smith had something 
to say about that, too. “If you can 
manage it, take Dorothy home 
over the weekends; take her home 
for dinner every evening for that 
matter; it will do her good. And 
start planning your next trip to 
see the children. That last visit 
worked wonders.” 


On one of her first weekend 
vacations, Dorothy was invited to 
dinner by friends. Because she 
didn’t have much time to think it 
over, she accepted. Getting her 
dressed could cause her a great 
deal of pain unless I worked slowly 
and carefully. When we were 
ready, I handed her her gloves and 
went outside to start the car heater. 
When I returned, she was in tears. 

“IT thought I could at least put 
on a pair of gloves without help,” 
she said. She took it hard, but be- 
fore she could say more, I picked 
her up and carried her out to the 
car. As we pulled into our friends’ 
driveway, she said, “I almost 
changed my mind about going 
when you had to put on my gloves. 
I’m glad now I didn’t; that would 
have been a mistake, sitting home, 
feeling sorry for myself. Don’t ever 
let me do that.”’ I’ve never had to 
caution Dorothy on that score. 

When we spend an evening with 
friends, she must have a comfort- 
able chair that fits her perfectly. 
Even then, she must often interrupt 
the conversation and ask to be 
moved to a sofa. When dinner is 
served, she must be moved to an- 
other chair if her wheel chair 
doesn’t fit under the table. I must 
carve her meat, hand her any- 
thing that’s beyond her finger tips. 
Our friends are more than glad to 
help, but it would be so easy for 
Dorothy to give in to the feeling 
that a normal social life is more 
trouble than it’s worth. 


I, has often occurred to me that 
although Dorothy’s handicap is 
more apparent, it is not much differ- 
ent than the personal handicaps, 
the human failings we all know we 
have—the things that humiliate us, 
make us impatient with ourselves. 
If our own shortcomings make us 
sulk in our shell, indulge,in self- 
pity, we do ourselves no good and 
we make our failings doubly hard 
for our partner to bear. But strug- 
gling against our handicaps makes 
us all the more admirable and lov- 
able in our partner’s eyes. 

It took a while for Dorothy to 
get used to appearing in a wheel 
chair. In spite of themselves, people 
will stare. Then, when they’re 
aware of what they’re doing, they'll 
make a studied attempt not to no- 
tice. Once Dorothy realized that 
people were wholly impersonal 
about this, that their attention was 
merely attracted by the combina- 
tion of woman-and-a-wheel-chair, 
she soon got over what she called 
her “stage fright” and we went 
everywhere—shopping, to church, 
to movies, parties; we even went 
house-hunting.

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We ‘soon realized that when 
Dorothy came home from the hos- 
pital we would have to hire a 
woman to care for the children and 
do the housework. That would call 
for a larger house than we had at 
the time. We were fortunate in 
finding the type of home we had 
dreamed about for years. It was 
not new, but an interesting place 
with plenty of room and wide 
doors for Dorothy to maneuver her 
wheel chair in, and it was all on 
one floor. It needed remodeling 
and redecorating. I could see the 
gleam come into Dorothy’s eye

F:: the first few months after we 
had moved in, I’m afraid the 
neighbors had their doubts about 
us. They couldn’t know that the 
reason the new owner didn’t get to 
the untrimmed hedge or the broken 
step or the dirty windows was be- 
cause at midnight he was still 
hanging paper. And when other 
men in the block were enjoying 
breakfast, the new neighbor was 
working his way through a stack of 
pots and pans. 

Another thing you couldn’t see 
from the street was the wonderful 
effect the old house was having on 
Dorothy. During the day, at the 
hospital, she planned color schemes, 
worked out furniture arrange- 
ments, worked on curtains. Eve- 
nings and weekends she was the 
“boss,”” showing me how to match 
up wallpaper, dreaming up ways 
to make the job easier. I felt like 
working all night when I saw the 
glow that came into her eyes. 

Because I was always trying to 
see how much I could have to 
show Dorothy at the close of a 
weekend, I made quite a spectacle 
of myself. With meals to cook and 
dishes to wash, if I wanted to get 
any remodeling done, I had to 
move fast. I was out washing win- 
dows one Saturday afternoon, 
keeping the sponge and squeegee 
flying because as soon as I finished 
the last window it would be time to 
turn off the oven. I slid down the 
ladder, rounded the corner of the 
house, and made it just in time. A 
few minutes later my neighbor was 
at the door. 

“Is there something wrong?” he 
asked excitedly. “Is Dorothy all 
right?” 


As we remodeled, Dorothy be- 
came more like her old self. She 
had always been industrious, ef- 
ficient, capable. As the house took 
shape, she discovered that, though 
she couldn’t walk, she could “still 
think,” and plan, and take pride in 
her ability as a homemaker. 
When we finished painting and 
papering the dining room, we were 
so pleased with the result that we 
decided to throw a “‘polio party” 
even though the living-room walls 
were bare except for free-form 
spots of patching plaster. When 
Dorothy mentioned that she was 
planning to entertain her fellow 
polio convalescents, our friends 
were eager to help. One baked a 
ham, another supplied the dessert, 
and so on. Although the party 
meant transporting 15 patients and 
half a dozen wheel chairs, it was 
simple; our friends were glad to 
devote an evening to lifting patients

After dinner we just sat around 


the fire and talked. No one wanted 
to play cards or be entertained 
you could do that any day. After 
months in the hospital, everyone 
was starved for the simple com- 
forts of home. Our guests were 
away from the hospital only a few 
hours; they did nothing more ex- 
citing than have dinner and a 
change of scenery. But when we 
drove them back, there was a new 
note in their voices and they 
laughed easily—like kids home 
from an exciting excursion 


As we said good night outside the 
hospital, one of my friends said to 
me: “You know, I really got a kick 
out of this. When I started out to- 
night, I thought it would be real 
noble of me to do something for 
these people. Instead they did 
things for me. Just being with them 
for an evening gave me an idea of 
what real courage is.” 

Ihe months dragged on, became 
a year. While Dorothy had become 
stronger and was to all appearances 
the picture of health, she still could 
not walk. Doc Smith and Miss 


Johnson kept working and hoping 


that her legs would be strong 
enough not to need braces. And 
Dorothy worked desperately to get 
her knees to bend when she wanted 
them to bend; to lock when she put 
weight on them. 


As Dorothy put it, “I’m not so 
vain that I wouldn’t wear braces if 
that’s what it would take to walk 
But it’s worth a try to see if I can 
do without them.” 

“You're a game little chicken, 
Honey,” said Miss Johnson, “‘and 
if I had the help and the equip- 
ment, I could work wonders with 
people like you.” 

Miss Johnson was working won- 
ders, but she had told us many 
times how she thought the time of 
convalescence could be cut in half 
In our city three hospitals accept 
polio cases. That calls for at least 
three polio technicians, and trained 
technicians are hard to come by 
In the peak of the polio season, 
each of these technicians is so 
swamped with acute cases that she 
does not have enough time to de- 
vote to the convalescents 


if we had a centrally located 
‘gymnasium’ staffed by a polio 
technician and several nurses who 
would do nothing but help these 
people practice walking with their 
crutches and braces, we could send 
them home much faster,” said 
Miss Johnson. “What’s more, we 
could save the Infantile Paralysis 
Foundation and the insurance 
companies thousands of dollars a 
year. These people are well enough 
to be transported by bus or taxi to 
such a gymnasium every day for an 
exercise session. As it is now, we 
have time to walk Dorothy only 
once a day. Then she must sit 
around until we can get around to 
her the next day. Our patients 
could take twice as much exercise 
as they’re getting and be home in 
half the time it’s taking now.” 

It took three people to walk 


Dorothy; one on either side to 
help handle her crutches, and an- 
other, on hands and knees in front 
of her, to lock Dorothy’s right knee 
and draw her left foot forward 
after she stepped out with the right. 
Our friends—and we really learned 
what the word meant—formed 
seven teams, one for each night of 
the week. This made it possible for 
Dorothy to get in an extra walking 
practice every day. 

By the end of a month, only two 
people were needed to help Doro- 
thy walk. She grew stronger, she 
tired less easily, and she learned 
how to balance herself when stand- 
ing. In a few more weeks, she 
managed to drag her left foot up to 
the right. But someone always had 
to hold her right knee whenever 
she took a step with the left foot. 
Then one day she made it—alone. 
And to prove she wasn’t dreaming, 
she did it twice again that day. It 
proved Miss Johnson’s point that 
progress could be speeded up by 
additional exercis 


a 
T hen Dorothy’s progress reached 
another plateau and leveled off. 
She had to settle for a brace on the 
right leg. But if she hadn’t tried to 
walk without it, it’s doubtful that 
she would have developed enough 
strength to move the leg and the 
added weight of the brace. The 
brace has enabled Dorothy to 
walk 25 or 30 feet every few hours 

“You can hardly call this walk- 
ing,” she says, “but if I can’t im- 
prove on my style, maybe I can at 
least better my distance.” 

To understand-why Dorothy’s 
ability to walk at all surprised both 
the doctor and Miss Johnson, you 
have to know what she’s walking 
without. For example, here’s Doc 
Smith checking her over. 

Doc Smith: “Can you pull your 
knees up in bed?” 

Dorothy: ““No.” 

Doc Smith: “Can you raise your- 
self off your back?” 

Dorothy: “No.” 

Doc Smith: “Can you use your 
arms to push yourself up?” 

Dorothy: “No.” 

Doe Smith: “Can you roll over on 
your stomach?” 

Dorothy: “Yes.” 

Doc Smith: “When you're on 
your stomach, can you raise your 
head and chest off the bed?” 

Dorothy: “No.” 

Doc Smith: ‘‘“What can you do?”’ 

Dorothy: “I can raise one arm 
above my head. If you stand me 
up, I can stand. And with my brace 
and crutches, I can walk 25 feet.” 

That’s why the doctor is amazed 
at what she has done. And that’s 
why I think my wife is quite a gal. 


Fo all its grimness, polio has its 
humorous side, too. What would 
you think if you saw a car pull up 
in front of a theater and saw the 
driver leap out with some sort of 
contraption under his arm, and as 
he ran around to the other side, 
make a wheel chair unfold, slap a 
pillow into it, lift a woman out of 
the car, rear the chair on its hind 
wheels, and dash inside in less time 
than it takes to say poliomyelitis? 
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than use a wheel chair 
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little wheel chair, and it would be 
less embarrassing fo 
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cerned. But as long as I know I can 
maneuver on crutches, I owe it to 
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ter how I look.’ 
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‘I’m not asking for much,” she 
I would like to get back to

She has often said that we have

I midsummer harvest of the vegetables you 


planted this spring means the end of your garden 
for this year, you're passing up a real chance to 
cut vour food budget 

A large share of next winter's food should be 
planted now in the form of salad crops you can 
eat fresh on Thanksgiving or even Christmas 


day, as well as varieties to freeze, can, and store. 


Winter salad crops 


From a single packet of seed planted July 1, 
you can have 50 solid, well-matured heads of 
Chinese or celery cabbage that will keep well 
into February with a little care. If you live where 
temperatures above 22 degrees can be « xpecte d 
during early winter, you needn’t even dig them 

they will stand readings well below freezing 
right in the open garden. With a little protection 
of straw or leaves, Chinese cabbage can be left 
in the open until Thanksgiving as far north as 
Chicago. 

A specialty vegetable that is never cheap, 
Chinese cabbage is neglected largely because 
home gardeners try it aS a spring crop, and fail 
with it. The plant is sensitive to day length, and 
produces nothing but a mass of leaves before 
shooting a seed stalk, if planted in spring. But 
planted after June 21, as day length gradually 
is decreasing, it forms solid, hard heads 

There are two types of Chinese cabbage. One 
is the long, slender head usually sold on the 
market. Of this type, the variety Michili is the 
most uniform. Chihli, its parent, is about as 
good. Paoting is the best variety of the short, 
heavy, thick type known as Wong Bok by the 
Chinese. 

Green Curled endive is another vegetable that 
gets a bad name when first tried by amateurs. 
Planted in spring to mature in midsummer, it is 
bitter as quinine. Planted in midsummer to ma- 
ture in fall, the bitterness is reduced so that the 
flavor is delightful. 

Seeded July 1, Green Curled endive will cften 
survive in the open field at temperatures down to 
18 above. It is probably our hardiest green salad 
vegetable. When grown as a fall crop, heads do 
not need tying and blanch naturally at the heart 
to a creamy white. 

Escarole, the broad-leaved Bavarian form of 
endive, is a true gourmet’s delight. The yellow, 
buttery centers have a bittersweet taste unique 
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among ercens. Florida Full Heart has the highest 
quality, and seems to stand summer heat better 
than other escaroles 

Lettuce, the staple salad green, is a fall garden 
“must.” Don’t confine yourself to a_ single 
variety. By all means, grow Bibb lettuce if you 
can, even though it runs to seed at the slightest 
hint of high heat. Plan to start it about August 
15, sowing in a coldframe to protect from too- 
severe freezing. It forms tiny, solid heads that 
practically pop apart with crisp goodness. 

Lettuce is far tougher than you think, and 25 
above doesn’t hurt it. With a protective cover- 
ing of straw, lettuce can often be kept alive in 
the open ground until after Christmas, even 
north of the Ohio River. 

The crisp heads sold in commerce don’t do 
well as early-winter crops. The Jeaves are so 
tightly folded that cold penetrates and freezes 
the head at relatively high temperatures. Best 
varieties for home growing are the loose-leaf 
kinds like Bronze Beauty, Oak Leaf, and Black 
Seeded Simpson. 

May King and California Cream Butter are 
high-quality butterheads that are delicious when 
grown in cool weather. May King has been 
carried through an entire northern winter in a 
coldframe with a straw mat protection at night 
and on cloudy days. 

Nothing adds zest to a salad like fresh green 
onions. You can grow your own from seed sown 
now. Use Crystal White Wax or White Lisbon, 
rather than the common He-Ski-Ko or Japanese 
bunching variety which is coarse and poor- 
flavored. Leftover plants may carry through 
winter and give you the first garden crop of the 
season the following spring. 


For freezing, canning, storing 


Now is a good time to seed or transplant spe- 
cial crops that will be ready for processing as the 
weather turns cooler. 


Lima beans: Fordhook 242 is by far the best 
bean for freezing or storing dry. 


Green snap beans: Kentucky Wonder, Con- 
tender, and Topcrop are all good for freezing. 
For white beans for baking, grow Streamliner, 
Lazy Wife Pole, Burger’s Stringless, or White

Leaf vegetables need plenty of 
nitrogen. If your soil isn’t rich, dis- 
solve some ammonium nitrate or 
ammonium sulfate with water and 
apply to your rows when seedlings 
have three or four pairs of leaves 
Plants with plenty of nitrogen seem 
more cold-resistant. 

As plants grow fast in warm 
weather and get crowded before 
you know it, it’s best to “sow thick 
and thin quick.”” And don’t neg- 
lect watering, as leafy vegetables 
are mostly water and give off mois- 
ture in large amounts 

If you grow sweet corn, a good 
place for late salad crops is be- 
tween the rows. The salad crops 
will be shaded until toward fall, 
when the weather is cooler and the 
corn has produced its crop. Cut off 
the stalks (don’t pull them out) as 
soon as you can.
